Beneath 
her buttoned-up cardigan 
beats a dark heart, and behind her 
religious devotion lies a soul tormented 
by evil deeds — including blackmail 
and murder. Emma is so bitter, and so 
brittle, it’s impossible to predict when 
she’s going to snap next. That’s why 
you should prepare to feel your pulse 
quicken this week, as Emma discovers 
that young Arthur Thomas may have 
rumbled her deepest, darkest secret... 

“Emma realises that she’s in trouble,” 
warns Gillian Kearney, who plays the 
Dales’ ticking time bomb. “She’s been 
getting close to Laurel through the 
church, and she’s at the Thomas house 
for innocent reasons. But Arthur is 
freaked out by her presence — and when 
he explains that he’s seen the video 
of her and Ashley, she’s very troubled 
and attempts to explain it away.”

She began as a mum 
who’d been driven to desert her kids by 
their cheating dad, then got her family 
back, only to feel it all slip away again 
thanks to James’ infatuation with Moira. 
In many ways, she’s a victim in all of this 
too.
